quirements of the couutry and indc- 
pendent of the action of banks or other 
private corporations. 


Fourth—That wo are neither repudi 


ntionista nor inflationists, but Fricndtt 
of a safe and reliable currency, 
That 


wo propose to redeem tho greenback 
circulation of tho United States at the 
pleasure of tho holders thereof, in the 
bonds of tho United States bearing a 
low rate of interest, convertible nt pleas- 
ure of holders into greenbacks, thus 
redeeming the original promise of the 
government, when it first issued prcen- 
baokn, to fund them when desired into 
interest-paying bonds. 


Fifth—That wo arc in favor of tho 


issue of United States bonds bearing 
interest not to exceed 3,C5 per cent, lo 
an amount equal to the irholo govern 
moot debt, said bonds being changeable 
and interchangeable with greenbacks 
at par, on demand. 


Seventh—That the enactment of thi 


last (engross providing for tho resurap 
tion of specie payments in 1871), is iui 
possible of execution, and disastrous in 
ofToots on tho business of tho country 
and wo demand its immediate repeal. 


Ninth—That wo rooommund the or 


ganization of greenback clubs in aver;
